Starving Russian Peasants Punished for 
Plundering Stores. 


THE TERRIBLE WARNING GIVEN THE 
HUNGER-CRAZED PEOPLE. 


Famine, Disease and Death in Some of the 
Russian Provinces—The French Naval 
Visitors Feted at St. Petersburg—Deco- 
rated by the Ozar—The Chaplin Cattle 
Bill—Foreign News. 


Vrenxa, July 30.—Famine, with all its at- 
tendant miseries, threatens the province of 
Bessarabla. The crop of wheat, barley 
and maize, the staple productions of the 
land, are almost a complete failure. The 
suffering has already been great, but the ex- 
treme point has not yet been reached. In 


many Villages there has been outbreaks of 


the people in their efforts to secure food for 
their famishing families. In the village of 
Koushany the clamor grewa few days ago 
into a riot. Warehouses and shops were 
broken into and plundered of their stores of 
provisions, The local police endeavored to 
restrain the hunger-crazed people, but were 
worsted in the conflict and driven from the 
streets. Reinforcements arriving from the 
town of Ben der, the rioter® were at length 
dispersed, and large numbers were made 
prisoners. Two of the prisoners were knout - 
ed to death in the presence of the populace 
asawarningtotheir companions, and six 
were selected for immediate deportation to 
Siberia. These poor wretches were not per- 
mitted to take leave of or even look upon the 
faces of their wives and children before tak- 
inguptheir dreary march to the Siberian 
wilds. Allthe agony attending such scenes 
was witnessed at Koushany, and no form of 
torture that was likely to strike terror to the 
heart of the rebellious Russian peasant was 
spared by the officials who conducted the 
ceportation. 

The suffering is even greater at other points 
in the province. At Kishenane, the chief 
city of Bessarabia, within the past month 
nearly a score of people have died of starva- 
tion. There are food supplies in the ware- 
houses, but because of crop failure the great 
majority of the poorer class are unable to 
buy. Bread riots are less liable to occur at 
that city, however, because the power of the 
Russian police is much stronger than in in- 
terior towns. 

As a result of the famine thousands of those 
who are ina position to do so are hurrying 
across the frontier into Roumania to escape 
the harsh measures instituted by the Czar’s 
agents since the outbreaks of the people in 
their demand for food. 

A portion of the famine-stricken district 
was once a possession of Roumania, but was 
reclaimed by Russia in 1878, the whole of 
Bessarabia having been wrested from the 
Turks by Russia in 1812. 

From another province comes a story of 
disease and death. Advices received here 
speak of the spread of typhus fever and other 
diseases in Volhynia, owing to the want of 
food and the terrible condition of the starv- 
ing people, who are too weak in many cases 
to attend the offices of cleanliness, so neces- 
sary at this time of year. In some places 80 
many have died that the living are unable to 
bury themandthe Provincial Government 
has had to detail prisoners from the jails to 
perform the duties of interment. The Rus- 
sian authorities spare no efforts to prevent 
the truth from being known across the fron- 
tier in Austria, but some of the terrible facts 
have leaked out nevertheless.

BALMACEDA’S ORUISER. 


ENGLAND’S REPRESENTATIVE THREATENS TO 
OVERHAUL HER WHEN AT SEA. 

Lisson, July 80.—The Congressional party 
of Chili through its representatives in this 
country has appealed to the Portuguese Gov- 
ernment not to allow Portuguese subjects to 
embark on board the new Balmacedan war 
vessel Presidente Errazuriz, which has re- 
cently by order of the courts been turned 
over to % Government from 
the Islands of the Companie Des 
Forges et Chantiers De La Medi- 
terranee of Toulon. The Portuguese 
Government has not yet replied to this com- 
munication. It is openly stated here that 
the British Charge d' Affairs has declared 
that if be is not allowed to see the English- 
men who are supposed to be on board of the 
Chilian war vessel he will have them forcibly 
released by a dispatch warship when the 
Presidente Errazuriz reaches the open sea 
and is no longer enjoying the protection 
which Portuguese waters afford her. 

It is asserted that the Presidente Errazuriz 
will sail to-day. Her commander yesterday 
promised to leave Lisbon immediately if his 
Purser, who was arrested for enlisting men 
for the Balmacedan service, was released. 
This request was refused. 

THE GOVERNMENT PARTY IN SORE STRAITS. 

WASHINCTON, D. C., July 31.—Baimaceda’s 
agents in the United States are making 
strenuous efforts to secure a naval equip- 
ment here for the men-of-war recently con- 
structed in France. 

The Chilian Government had some difficulty 
in raising the money to pay for these vessels, 
and is now ina quandary owing to the dim 
culty in securing crews and armament. The 
English, French, Portuguese, Spanish and 
Italian Governments have officially notified 
Balmaceda’s agentsin Paris that they will 
not permit any munitions of war to be 
shipped. There is great difficulty, too, in 
securing crews andthe vessels to-day have 
not enough men on board to navigate the 
Atlantic, much less to make the voyage 
around Cape Horn. 

MINISTER EGAN. 

Then comes strange strange rumors con- 
cerning the conductof American Minister 
Egan. 
The charge is made that Egan has received 
with favor a proposition from Balmaceda as 
the basis of a deal, whereby if this Gov- 
ernment refuses to recognize the belligerent 
rights of the insurgents, certain exclusive 
concessions as tothe nitrate trade will be 
made in favor of the United States. Under the 
Chilian Constitution Balmaceda could not 
Carry out such an agreement. 

If, therefore, the American Minister has as- 
sented to such an arrangement he has not 
only exceeded his authority, but he has 
placed himself in a decidedly ridiculous po- 
sition. Itis known here that the State De- 
partment officials have become suspicious of 
Egan, and have inaugurated a new system of 
obtaining information regarding Chiillan 
affairs quite independent of the United 
States Legation at Santiago. 

Late advices received by 
Department are to the effect that 
Balmaceda’s secret police have pre- 
pared a list of persons suspected 
of unfriendliness to his cause. This 
list is being circulaied among bankers and 
notaries, who are warned that depositors 
whose names are on the list must not be per- 
mitted to withdraw their deposits or to exe- 
cute any deeds or bills of sale. With three 
exceptions, allthe newspapersin the dicta- 
tor’s domain have been suppressed. 

The case of the Itata is set for Sept. 12, and 
it is whispered here that in the event of the 
court declining to hold the vessel, this Gov.

SWEDEN AND NORWAY. 


THE LAW AGAINST MAKING CATHOLIC SONVERTS 
—TROUBLE IN NORWAY. 

STOCKHOLM, July 80,—The authorities have 
given notice to the Koman Catholic clergy 
that the law against making converts will be 
strictly enforced. Thelaw is said to have 
the general approval of the people, and 
especially inthe interior of Sweden, where 
religious prejudice is very strong. 

The sentiment is gaining in Sweden in favor 
of decisive measures toward Norway, asthe 
agitation there is believed to be prompted by 
the hatred of the union and a preference for 
Denmark, which means Russia. It is not 
thought likely that the Swedish Cro 
Parliament will consent toany more 
sion. King Oscar has given it to be Ainder- 
stood formally that he proposes to Keep an 
absolutely independent position as between 
Russia and France on the one hand, and the 
Triple lAliance on the other.

A BANQUET IN HONOR OF THE FRENCH SAVAL 
VISITORS. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, July 30.—The Mayor and 
municipal authorities last evening met 
Admiral Gervais and the other French officers 
at the quay and escorted them to the town 
nall where a banquet was given in honor of 
the visitors. Allthe vessels in the harbor 
and the houses along the route to the town 
hall were profusely decorated. The streets 
were thronged with people and the French- 
men recetved an extraordinary ovation. At 
the banquet the French Ambassador sat at 
the right and Admiral Gervais at the left of 
the Mayor. Among the guests were the 
Russian Ministers, the foreign diplomatic 
representatives and other notables. The 
usual toasts were drunk. The Mayor pre- 
sented silver souvenirs to the Frenchmen.

A BRUTAL DEED. 


Fifteen Masked Men Whip a Woman 
Nearly to Death. 


THE WOMAN'S BROTHER-IN-LAW ALSO 
GIVEN A SEVERE BEATING. 


4& Missing Man Found Dying in a 
Robbers’ Oave—Workmen in Chicago 
Swindled by the Alleged Agent of a 
New York Bank—An Executioner 
Mobbed—Other Crimes. 


RALEIGu, N. C., July 80.—Fifteen masked 
men, armed with pistols, visited the house of 
a woman named Mary Green Alien, who lived 
alone with her son near Grisson Post-office, 
in Granville County, a few nights ago and 
carried her to the woods, where they whipped 
her nearly to death. There was at the time 
in the house visiting her a brother-in-law 
named Henry Merrill, and the masked men 
returned and beat him also, terribly lacerat- 
ing his body. No explanation of the conduct 
of the men has reached here. 


IN A ROBBERS’ CAVE. 


A MISSING MAN FOUND NEARLY DEAD IN HIS 
CAPTORS’ DEN. 

GREENSBURG, Fa., July 80.—Joel Moore, a 
wealthy citizen of Jeannette, who mysteri- 
ously disappeared several days ago, was dis- 
covered lying half famished and nearly per- 
ished in a damp eve in a lonely ravine some 
distance south of that place. He was tender- 
ly carried home, but is sufferihg severely 
from starvation and the exposure which he 
had undergone. The whereabouts of the old 
gentieman was disclosed by the arrest of 
Joseph and Madison Johnston, two notorious 
speak-easy proprietors, who have been cap- 
tured through the extraordinary efforts 
of five officers after a shooting conflict 
from behind trees. The Johnston brothers 
had been terrorizing the community for over 
ayearanda half, and their headquarters, 
south of Jeannette, had been a loafing place 
for toughs of the most desperate character. 
On the evening of the disappearance of Mr. 
Moore he was seen in the company of one of 
the Johnstons. He was known to have a 
large sum of money with him, and when he 
failed to return home that night his friends 
became greatly alarmed,and at once insti- 
tutedasearch. All sorts of rumors began to 
be circulated. The officers finally made a de- 
scent upon the Johnston brothers’ place, 
and they were captured yesterday, together 
with several of their associates. One of the 
men taken became frightened at the threats 
of the officers and revealed the place where 
the old man was hidden. The cave was vis- 
ited and he was found suffering great agony. 
His money was gone and he had been rough- 
ly treated. If he had not been discovered 
death would have soon occurred. Last night 
he was still ina speechless condition. 

Very few,people in the vicinity of Jeannette 
knew of the existence of the cave. The en- 
trance is cleverly hidden andthe path to it 
faint and obscure. These revelations have 
caused an astonishing sensation. During 
the last six months there have been 
several mysterious disap from 
Jeannette and vicinity, A searching party, 
accompanied with officers, are to make a 
thorough search Of the eave und ravine in 
the morning in the hoping of making addi 
tional discoveries. In the effort to arrest the 
Johnston brothers Constable Welshon, Of- 
ficers Piets and Fritz of Jeannette and Coun- 
ty Detective Alcorn had lively work. Madi- 
son was arrested without trouble, but Joe re- 
sisted and fied behinda bigtree. Drawinga 
revolver he compelled Weilshon and Alcorn 
to get behind trees. About a dozen shots were 
exchanged before Joe’s ammunition ran out. 
He and Madison were then brought here and 
placed in jail, Joe being held in $1,200 and 
Madison in $500 bail.

Their explanation as to why he 
had béen operating in May and June was 
that he had obtained a supply of stock cer- 
tificates in some way. The account of the 
bank in this city has been garnisheed and 
the victims intend to prosecute the officers.

NOW SHE HAS A MUSTACHE. 


en’s Downy Upper Lip. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 0. — Dr. J. E. Ege of 
Reading within three weeks has succeeded in 
grafting a healthy, luxurious mustache upon 
the downy upper lip of Miss L. 8. Sinclair of 
New York. The girl is about 22 years old. Dr. 
Ege has been making different experiments 
in skin-grafting. He has succeeded in trans- 
planting the skin of a negro to the armofa 
white person, and at the same time covering 
the skinless flesh on the negro’s person with 
a piece of chicken skin. While the chicken 
skin did not grow feathers it blended with 
the human flesh. 

The doctor longed for new fields, and to his 
delight Miss Sinclaircame to Reading about 
three weeks ago and declared her willingness 
to pay well for a genuine mustache. The 
doctor decided that it was best to have but 
one side ofthe upper lip treated ata time. 
When the time for the operation arrived 
next day Miss Sinclair positively refused to 
take chloroform, She said she had the nerve 
to stand it and she did. The entire surface 
was shaved from the pit of the girl’s right 
arm, and a strip of skin about two 
and a half inches long and three-quarters 
ot an inch wide was peeled off. Then this 
strip was placed in a salt water bath and one 
side of the upper lip was peeled in a similar 
manner. The edges of the skin surrounding 
the lip wound were loosened and the piece of 
cuticle from the arm-pit was placed and the 
edge of itlappe@ under. It was then tightly 
bound and in three days begun to adhere. 
The hair also began to grow and now itis 
over half an 1 long and has a healthy 
appearance. 

The other side of the lip was treated Mon- 
day, but Miss Sinclair decided that it would 
be better to take chloroform daring the oper- 
ation. Dr. Ege is highly elated over the 
success of his operation. He now declares 
that it is entirely possible to engraft cat skin 
upon the human body.

Crowds of Friends Greet the Released

UHament, who have been undergoing sentence 
of six months’ imprisonment for inciting the 
tenants of tho Smith-Barry estate at Tipper- 
ary to resist payment of rents, were released 
from Galway Jail at 9:25 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Messrs. Dillonand O’Brien showed but 
slight traces of having suffered from the 
rigors of confinement in jail, and in fact 
seemed to be enjoying the most perfect health, 
Large crowds of people gathered outside the 
jail long before the hour set for the deliver- 
ance of the two imprisoned Irish leaders, 
and when the latter did appear, they were 
greeted with loud shouts of ‘‘Stick to Par- 
nell.“ These shouts, however, were inter - 
mixed with others eqally loud, and 
nad for their tenor, Down with Farnell.“ 
No sooner were the two members of Parila- 
ment free from the prison surroundings than 
a deputation composed of tenant farmers 
presented them with several addresses of 
congratulation upon their release from 
prison. Mrs. Wm. O’Brien, the wife of the 
well-known member of Parliament, was 
waiting in a carriage outside the jail 
for her husband, whom she welcomed 
back to liberty in a most affection- 
ate manner amid the cheers of 
the surrounding crowd. After replying 
briefly to the addresses of welcome and 
shaking hands with a number ofthe most 
prominent people present, both Mr. Dillon 
and Mr. O’Brien entered Mrs. O’Brien’s 
carriage and were driven, followed by re- 
peated cheersand showers of good wishes, 
to the residence of Bishop McCormack where 
the entire party were entertained at break- 
fast. At this repast a numberof short ad- 
dresses were made, but the guests as a rule 
were too much occupied with personal and 
private conversation of a congratulatory 
nature to enter very deeply into formal 
phraseology. The released prisoners and 

their families, according to announcement, 

will start for this city during the afternoon. 

There is great anxiety throughout Ireland 
to know what attitude will be assumed by the 
two leaders towards the clashing pretensions 
of McCarthy and Parnell.

‘He Got Money From Arthur Lion and 
Sent It to Jefferson City, Expressing a 
Hope That the Bill Would Be Defeated 
—Mr. Dierkes Pitches Into Gov. John- 


son. 


When the Court of Criminal Correction 
Opened this morning Attorney T. B. Harvey 
appeared before Judge Claiborne, 
and asked him to set aside 
the order granting the State an 
appeal in the pool-room case, Judge Olai- 
borne had been told that Chester H. Krum, 
the attorney of Burgdorfer. wouldiinot 
object, and granted the application. Asa 
matter of form. Attorney Harvey then 
moved for a rehearing, asking the Judge to 
overrule it promptly. This was 
done. Then Attorney Harvey filed 
a bill of exception, which became 
part of the record of the case, and the way 
was then clear for an application 
to the Supreme Court for a writ of 
error. The proceedings of this morn- 
ing close the case in the Court of 
Criminal Correction, and only the Supreme 
Court will have anything further to do 
with it. 

As soon as the court opens in September, 
said Attorney Harvey, we will move to have 
the case advanced on the docket, and I hope 
we will be able to get a decision that 
month.’’ 

THE CHARGES AGAINST CLAIBORNE. 

Descending from the bench at noon, with 
his big, black slouch Hat in his hand, Judge 
Claiborne threw himself into one of the jury 
chairs, and discussed with a Post-DISPaTcH 
reporter the reports in circulation about his 
connection with the pool room issue. These 
attacks that are being made upon me 
do not make me abit nervous. said he, as 
he took a cigar from his pocket, and twirled 
it between his fingers. ‘‘I feel just as easy 
under them as I did under the fire of many 
guns when I marched up the heights of Get- 
tysburg.’’ 

It is said, Judge, that letters of yours are 
in existence which show that you were the 
agent of the pool-men while you were on the 
bench. 

I know whatis meant by that. The cor- 
respondence upon which they lay such stress 
isa letter from me to Charley Noland. He 
was up in Jefferson City working against the 
passage of a pool law, and I was down here. 
One day I got a letter from Charley Noland 
in Jefferson City. Hesaid in it: ‘Bob, for 
God’s sake, see Arthur Lion and get me some 
money. Ineed it to get along with. I’m 
dead broke here, and I owe a week’s 
board. Send me $25 if you 
can.’ The letter ran something like that. I 
took it and went up to see Arthur Lion. Poor 
fellow, he’s dead now, of he could testify to 
the truth of this. I read him the 
and he said, ‘I shall not send 
Noland a d—d cent. He has not been em- 
ployed by me, and I have nobody working for 
me. Krumtoldus not tO pay anybody up 
there to work for us.’ 

„Well, said I, ‘it would do no harm to 
send Noland this money. It’s not much. 

Ion got out some money and handed me 
$25. There, take that, said he. ‘You can 
go down stairs and spend every cent of it for 
drinks, or you can send it to Charley Noland. 
That’s all Icare about it.’ 

A COMPROMISING LETTER. 

‘‘Isent the money to Noland, and inclosed 
itinaletter. I don’t remember exactly what 
Isaid. Isenta note init. I made the note 
because I was afraid Noland would say that I 
had got $50 from Lion and had only sent him 
$23 of it, and I wanted t-to give 
him no such chance. I might have 
said in the letter, ‘Charley, that bill is a bad 
one and ought to be defeated, and I hope you 
will fix things so that it will not pass.’ I 
will not deny that I wrote something of that 
sort. That was the only letter about the pool 
bill Jever wrote him, and statements of any 
other kind are lies. 

THE JUDGE SCORES NOLAND. 

**Noland’s conduct in the matter is beyond 
the criticism of honorable men, He not only 
appeals to a friend for aid in a private mat- 
ter, and when he gets it, is ungrateful 
enough and has little enough of 
the instincts of a gentleman 
to gO off and give away a 
confidential transaction, but he tries to make 
it appear that the $25 was to be used for a 
corrupt purpose. What absurdity! Dia 
you ever hear of $25 being 
used to further corrupt ends in a 
Legislature? And if this money was to be re- 
garded as boodle,and he andl were con- 
cerned in the handling of it, then it is a mat- 
ter for the Grand- jury to look into. 

DENIES HAVING BEEN A LOBBYIST. 

Mou are criticized principally, Judge, for 
assisting the pool men while occupying your 
seat on the bench in the court which would 
have to pass upon the law. 

„Well, who is more interested in legisla- 
tion than the judge before whom the laws are 
to be executed? If there is a judge in the 
State of Missouri who doesn’t take a nand in 
making the laws I would like to know 
it. WhenIwas a member of the Legisiature 
I was in constant receipt of letters from 
Judges all over the State asking me to take 
a stand against this law or 
that. In this respect I have done 
nothing extraordinary.

NOLAND’S REPLY TO THE JUDGE. 

Attorney Noland said: ‘‘I have nothing to 
say further thanthis: When Gov. Johnson 
went into the prosecution I saw he was 
greatly in earnest and was confident 
in his. opinion that the act of 
the Legislature was constittuional and 
that Judge Claiborne would so decide. I 
knew he was a warm friend of Judge Clal- 
borne. He is also a friend of mine, and I 
felt that it was my duty as a friend and as an 
associate counsel to tell him certain facts. I 
told him. He went to Judge Claiborne and 
asked him not to sit in the case, but 
Claiborne insisted that he could try the case 
impartially. Gov. Johnson said he did not

The Deibels on Mrs. Crawford’s Story 
About August Binder’s Death. 


THEY ASK FOR A WARRANT FOR DEFA- 
MATION OF CHARACTER. 


Louis Deibel Says He Was Not In St. Louis 
at the Time of Old Man Binder’s Death 
and That the Story Told to the Authori- 
ties Is a Malicious Falsehood—HejSays 
He Can Prove an Alibi. 


Louis and Will Deibel called at the Four 
Courts this morning for the purpose of se- 
curing a warrant against Mrs. Emmeline 
Crawford for defamation of character or 
libel. Mrs. Crawford is the woman who re- 
lated to the police the remarkable story, pub- 
lished in last night’s Posr-Disr Arch, about 
the death of August Binder, an old South St. 
Louis second-hand furniture dealer. Binder 
was found dead in his chair in October, 1886, 
and his death was supposed to have 
been due to a stroke of apoplexy. 
Mrs. Crawford, however, recently raised the 
suspicion that the old man had met with foul 
play by tellingtothe authorities a tale re- 
latedto her by her daughter who is now 
dead. Her daughter, she said, had, pre- 
vious to her death, dpformed her that on the 
night old man Bender died she heard her 
husband, his brother and another man talk 
ing about the death of the old man, and from 
their conversation she gleaned that he had 
been murdered and robbed. Her husband 
discovered her in the hallway listen- 
ing, and threw her down 
stairs. He afterwards deserted ber. 
She kept quiet about what she had heard 
until after his desertion and a short time be- 
fore her own death. Then, according to her 
mother’s story, she told her, and she, too, 
maintained a silence until her conscience 
reproved her so that she concluded she ought 
to inform the authorities. 

The Diebel boys feel that Mrs. Crawford's 
story has put them in a rather bad light, and 
they told Prosecuting Attorney Estep this 
morning that they would insist on getting 
out a warrant against her. 

The statement is false, said Louis Dei 
bel this morning. It is an attempt on the 
part of Mrs. Crawford to revenge herself on 
me for supposed wrongs. I met her and her 
daughter in Evansville, Ind. in 1884 and they 
came here in 1885. In 18861 married Christina 
and not long after I hada quarrel with her 
mother. My wife and I could never get 
along. She became a nervous invalid and 
returned to her mother and I had 
nothing more to do with her. she de- 
came insane some time after we parted 
and finally died of nervous disorder in the 
Female Hospital. Ido not deny thatI went 
to Chicago after parting with my wife and 
lived with a married woman under an as- 
sumed name, but everything else, she says, is 
false. I left St. Louis s months before 
August Binder died and can prove 
that I was out of the city for 
three years following August, 1886. Binder 
died in October, 1886, and I have been told 
his son and a friend were with him when he 
died. Inowwant a warrant against Mrs. 
Orawford for causing this story to get into 
the papers and for having the police hunt us 
down on the suspicion that we killed 
August Binder. She told me she would 
have revenge on me for not supporting her 
daughter or calling on her during her three 
years ofsickness and this I believe is the 
way she intends to seek revenge. 

Mrs. Crawford said her daughter had 
made the same statement about Binder’s 
death toa friend of hers, à washerwoman 
now living at Fourth and Elm streets, to an 
invalid at the Female Hospital in 1888 named 
Helen Giles and to her stepfather, Mr. Craw- 
ford. Louis Deibel says he does not believe 
his deceased wife made any statement of the 
kind to anyone, but Mr. Crawford admits 
that he had heard the girl tell the story to her 
mother,

TWO IN ONE DAY. 


Serious Freight Wrecks on the Queen & 
Crescent Route. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 30.—Two of the worst 
and most destructive wrecks that have oc- 
curred in a long time took place on the Cin- 
cinnati Southern (Queen & Crescent route) 
Railroad atan early hour this morning, in 
which several people were injured and one or 
two crushed to death. The first wreck 
occurred one mile south of Highbridge 
when No. 22 freight coming north to this 
city was thrown from the track by a broken 
axle and five heavily loaded cars went tum 
bling down the embankment, It is reported 
here that there are two brakemen beneath 
the wreck. The chief train dispatcher at 
Somerset, as soon as notified, ordered 
the construction train at Sadileville, 
the first station below Georgetown, to go to 
Highbridge and render all possible assist- 
ance. Oonductor Thomas Quintin started to 
this city, where he expected further orders. 
When his train arrived at a deep 
cut one and one-half miles South 
of Donerail it collided with 
freight No. 1, which left this city at 3:30. The 
engines and a large number of cars were 
badly demolished. The engineer and fireman 
of the construction train jumped from their 
engine and were uninjured. Ben Carroll, 
engineer of the freight, and his fire- 


man, Wiliam McKinley, were both 
caught under their engine. Carroll 
received slight cuts and bruisesand McKinley 
was buried beneath the engine. About 9 
o’clock, he was extricated from the wreck. 
He was mashed into a pulp. The dead fre- 
man was 25 years of age, unmarried, and 
lived near Louisville. The wreck is now on 
fire and rapidly burning. The loss to the 
railroad will aggregate many thousand 
dollars.

Officer Fahey Makes Use of Club and 
Pistol in Self-Defense. 


Police Officer Peter Fahey had a desperate 
struggle with a stranger in the O. & M. Rall - 
road yards a bout 3 o’clock this morning.

Seeing this, the assailantthrew the 
club away and grabbed for the weapon also. 
The officer succeeded in drawing 
the pistol and, as he lay on his back 
on the ground he fired three shots at the 
man who was holding him down. The first 
two shots went wild, the stranger having 
grasped the officer’s wrist,. but the third 
took effect. It struck the stranger in the 
right cheek at the corner of the mouth and 
ploughed through the flesh to the 
ear. After this the officer had no 
further difficulty with the man. He was 
taken to the Police Station, where he gave 
the name of Richard Fitzgerald. A razor and 
$23.45 were found on his person. A 1 
was called to dress his wound, which was not 
serious, and he was taken to St. 
Mary’s Hospital later. Chief Walsh 
placed the officer under arrest, but 
discharged him when he learned the particu- 
lars from Yardmaster McDermott and Private 
Watchman Lyons. McDermott and Lyons 
were both in the yards while the fight was in 
progress, but the former knew nothing of it, 
and the latter did not arrive on the scene un- 
til the shopting had commenced. 


Suicide of John MocGarrahan.

On Sunday last the SunpDAY Post-Dts- 
PATCH announced that Senator QuAY had 
determined to resign the Chairmanship of 
the National Republican Committee and 
to follow this in December with the resig- 
nation of his seat in the United States 
Senate.

CHIEF HARRINGTON 


Visiting the City on His First Tour of 
Inspection.

A TALK WITH THE NEW HEAD OF THE 
WEATHER BUREAU. 


No Change in the Local Force Contem- 
plated—Obsérver Hammon to Be Given 
More Latitude in Making Local 
Weather Predictions—Prof. Harring- 
ton Congratulated by Prof Nipher. 


Prof. Mark W. Harrington, Chief of the 
Weather Bureau, arrived in the city this 
morning on an official visit. As most people 
know, the Weather Service was until re- 
cently connected with the Signal Service and 
both were under the War Department. On 
the first of the month, however, the two were 
separated, and the Weather Service was 
placed under the Department of Agriculture 
and isnow known as the weather Bureau. 
The head of this bureau is Prof. Harrington, 
who, until recently, was a member of 
the faculty of the State University of 
Michigan at Ann Arbor and editor of the 
American Meteorological Journal. The Professor 
isa heavy set man of about average height 
and seemingly 40 or & yearsofage. Aheavy, 
brown stiff beard two or three inches long 
covers the most of his face, but there is a 
look of serious determination on the uncov- 
ered portion, which indicates executive 
ability ofa high order. He didn’t seem to be 
particularly well pleased to see the Post- 
DISPATCH reporter that called on him, but 
treated him courteously.

appointment—just getting acquainted with 
the men in the different local offices and 
learning something in a general way of their 
duties. No, I don't think there will be any 
change inthe force here, and no changes 
worth mentioning in the manner of man- 
aging the office or the little duties connected 
with the running of uu.

ever, that the heads of the local offices in a 
number of cities will be given greater author- 
ity in regard to making local weather pre- 
dictions than they have heretofore had. The 
intention is to give Mr. Hammon here, for 
instance, fauthority to make weather pre- 
dictions for St. Louis and the immediate 
vicinity, Just as the central office at Wasb- 
ington makes them for the whole country. I 
arrived this morning from Chicago and fleave 
this evening for Indianapolis. 

CONGRATULATED BY PROF. NIPHER. 

The reporter had interrupted a conversa- 
tion which Prof. Harrington was having with 
Prof. Nipher of this city,and would have been 
giad to get a little of it for publication, but 
the gentlemen thought that the public would 
not be interested in the least in anything of 
that kind. 

The two professors are old friends, and Prof. 
Nipher doubtiess called on Prof. Harrington 
to congratulate him on his appointment to 
the position which the St. Louls man might 
have gotten had his father been a Republican 
instead of a Democrat. 

The observers to be intrusted with local 
predictions are those in charge of the local 
Weather Bureau of St. Louis, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Detroit, Indianapolis, St. Paul, 
Kansas City, and a number of other cities, 
twenty in all. Ex-Sergeant Hammon, now 
called Observer Hammon since the retire. 
ment of the whole Weather Bureau force 
from the army, has for a year and a half 
done considerable weather predicting, but 
until the new order was issued, he made his 
predictions but once a day and confined them 
to St. Louis and the immediate vicinity. 
Under thenew order his territory will be 
extended so as to meet the fields of the ob- 
servers at Kansas City, St. Paul, 
Chicago, Indiana polis and Memphis. 
and he wiil make predictions twice a day, 
both morning and evening, and to cover a 
period of several days if he thinks he can 
safely do so. In short, his authority m this 
matter has been greatly extended. He sends 
areportof his predictions to Washington as 
soon as they are made and they are verified 
by later reports. The forecasts for the whole 
country are made at Washington under Chief 
Harrington's supervision by a board of civi!- 
lans selected for the purpose. One of the 
members makes the forecast for the weather, 
another makes one for the temperature and a 
third member makes one for the rivers.

A SERIOUS OVERSIGHT. 


The Ward Line Steamship Co. Liable toa 
Heavy Fine. 

New Yor«, July 30.—Owing to an Oversight 
the Ward Line Steamship Co. may be called 
upon to pay the Government about $15,000 
because the City of Washington has been 
coming in and going out of this port under 
incorrect papers. W. H. T. Hughes, the 
Commodore of this line, is a man who is far 
above anything that would suggest trickery 


or anything of the kind. He has been most 
active ferreting out and securing 
the punishment of employes on his 
boats who tried to smuggle goods into 
this 2 It was through his own desire 
to be strictly honest that it was discovered 
that the City of Washington was running 
under false colors. He desired to bid for the 
contract tor carrying the United States mails 
between this port, Mexico and Cuba, and he 
asked the Custom-house authorities to meas- 
ure the vessel, so that the official tonnage 
could be sent to the Postmaster-General. 
The measurement disclosed the fact that the 
ship had a capacity of ninety tons more than 
her registe amount. is has been the 
case for nearly two years, and the fact puts 
the vessel in the place of a ship without a 
country. It furthermore technically es 
her subject to a duty of 50 cents a ton, each 
time she entered this port, because she was 
not registered as an American ship 
under the new measurements. The 
reason for this was that in 1889 the 
ship was put on the dry docks and entirely 
overhauled. New bollers and machinery 
were put in and some of the woodwork of the 
cabins was taken away. This made the dif- 
ference in the tonnage. The machinery and 
boilers were inspected by the proper authort- 
ties, but it was not supposed that anything 
had been added to the tonnage of the ship. 
Mr. Hughes went before Deputy Collector 
Phelps yesterday and made a statement in 
accordance with the facts just given. His 
statement was t to the Secretary of the 
Treasury at Washington and it is not thought 
that anything serious will come from the 
case. Besides the $18,000 of ‘‘light ＋ * as 
the charge of 50 cents per ton to all ships not 
of this country its called, the company is 
Hable to a fine of $500 and the costs of a suit 
which may be brought to recover the ‘‘light 
duty. 


PERSECUTED RUSSIAN JEWS. 


Harrowing Pictures of the Atrocities 
Practiced in Bussia. 

Bosrow, July %.—The steamer Norseman 

yestorday brought 159 immigrants, of whom 

about thirty were detained on board by the 


| officers of the allen commission for further 


ivestigation of their cases before letting 
them land. The detained immigrants con- 


sist of three families of Russian Jews and 
the accounts given by the fathers of twoof 
them are harrowing pictures of atrocities 
practiced by Russia against the Hebrews. 
Lazgure Mandelzgweig, who with his wife 
and two children, was sent to Boston by the 
Board of Guardiansin Hamburg, states that 
he lived in the town Dom Bin, on the Rus 
sian border, where he owned a 
farmand made boots and shoes. 
that any Russian Christian, wishing pos- 
sess himself of the tt ge of a Jewish 
neighbor, can obtain it by paying about one- 
tenth of its value to the Mayor or Govern- 
ment representative, who will thereupon 
give him an hority to 
Jewish owner and install 
proprietor. There is, however, a decree at 
resentin force driving the Jews from the 
rder of Russia into o provinces. Man- 
delzweig fell under the ban of both these 
laws, and was compelled to leave his town 
after only two days’ notice with only what 
Uttle ready money he had and the few ar- 
ticles of bedding, etc., that he was able to 
carry. He found his vy he Hamburg and 
thence to Liverpool and ton, but proba- 
bly will be compelled to go back. His wife is 
a very delicate woman and the return voyage 
may be a very serious matter for her. 
Another of the detained families is that of 
Moses Katzin, a ladies’ hair dresser and 
wig maker. He had with him his wife, his 
aged mother and five children. He came 
from Riga, and was given three days to leave 
his home and all his belongings, which fell into 
the hands of some envious neigubors. This 
man was quite well to-do until the hardship 
legalized against his race fell on him, driving 
him penniless and friendless from home.

Mr. Niedringhaus’ Offer to American 
Skilled Tin-Plate Workmen. 


HE WILL EMPLOY HOME TALENT iF 


THERE I8 ANY, 


The Ex-Congressman Replies to Amalga- 
mated Association Charges That He 
Prefers Cheap Welsh Workmen—May 
Write a Letter to the Public—His In- 


Hon. F. G. Niedringhaus, President of the 
St. Louis Stamping Co., and head of the 
prospective tin-plate infant industry of this 
country, is at present in a somewhat pa- 
thetic position, apparently. He 
wants to employ and encourage 
American labor in his new tin-plate 
enterprise, but cannot find any American la- 
borin that field to empioy and encourage. 
Consequently, unless all signs fail, Mr. NWied- 
ringhaus will have to import skilled work 
men from Wales, despite his strong desire to 
ald the American workman. He has the as - 
surance of Supt. Owen of the Treasury De- 
partment that he can dothis without violat- 
ing the foreign contract labor law. And 80 
the ex-Congressman is preparing to map his 
tin-plate works, when they startup, with 
Welsh workmen. But in the meantime 
a vigorous protest is going up from American 
labor organizations, and the importation of 
the Welshmen promises to be attended with 
some stirring feature. 

THE AMALGAMATED ASSOCIATION COMPLAINT. 

Telegraphic news from Pittsburg, Pa., pub- 
lished this morning, state that the officials of 
the Amalgamated Association have written 
the matter up and are looking into it very 
closely and thoroughly. Vice-President 
Sheehan of the First District is re- 
ported as stating that Mr. WNiedring- 
haus prefersthe foreign workmen because 
by their employment he can materially 
reduce the cost of production. Mr. Sheehan 
says that the price paid for tinning in Europe 
is 6 cents a box, while in this country it ts 12 
cents per box. If Mr. Niedringhaus could 
bring men here for from 5 to 10 per cents 
below the American scale he would effect a 
large saving. It would not pay the Welsh 
workmen to leave their homes and come to 
this country for less then 100 per cent 
advance in wages, to pay for the cost 
of coming here and the increased cost of liv- 
ing, but it was evident that Mr. Niedringhaus 
preferred employing them to encouraging 
American labor. In support of his state- 
ments Mr. Sheehan quoted the case of one 
Jno. D. Reese of 6&4 Prable avenue, who saw 
Mr. Niedringhaus, explained his qualifica- 
tions and offered his services in the new tin- 
plate works. Mr. Niedringhaus, it is said, 
gave Reese to understand that he would surely 
be employed but since that time. Reese has 
heard nothing whatever from the tin plate 
magnate. Reese thinks the reason of the 81 
lence is the fact that he was an American 
citizen, and stated to Vice-President Sheehan 
thatif Mr. Niedringhaus really wanted to 
employ American skilled tin-plate workers 
he could pick up twenty tin-plate workers in 
Wood’s run within twenty-four hours. The 
Amalgamated Association consequently 
charged thatthe Niedringhaus factory was 
incitned to discriminate against American 
labor. 

MR. NIEDRINGHAUS SEEN. 

Mr. Niedringhaus was seen relative to these 
charges by a Post-DiIsPaTcHe reporter this 
morning. The ex-statesman and father of 
the infant tin-plate industry met the charges 
in his usual frank and impulsive manner. 

Me discriminating against American work 
men?’’ he said, after reading the Pittsburg 
advices. ‘‘Now, I'll tell you what it is, 
I’m doing just the opposite. I'm trying 
to find American workmen for my tin-plate 
works, and if you'll tell me where they are 
to be found, I' be much obliged to you. So 
far as I have been able to learn, there are 
none in this country. There is no reason why 
there should be, because, with the exception 
ofanattempt some years ago, there have 
been no tin-plate works in this country, con- 
sequently no demand for skilled labor in that 
line. You can’t go out and pick up 
every tinner who thinks he is 
qualified to work in such a 
factory, because there is a vast difference be- 
tween the skilled labor that makes the tin- 
plate and the ordinary tinner who makes 
articles out of it. 

A GENEROUS OFFER. 

‘*Discriminating against American labor? 
I'll answer that charge by a direct offer 
through the Post-Drepatcn. You can make 
the following offer as coming direct from me. 
Ir there are any tin-plate rollers 
in this country who want employment, I 
will guarantee to pay them just double the 
wages they are receiving anywhere else, no 
matter where, or double the wages they ever 
did receive for that work, either in this coun- 
try or Europe. That offer ought to settle this 
question, ought’nt it? They state that the 
duty is 70 per cent. Well, I'll just pay the 
workmen 100 per cent more than they have 
ever obtained, 80 they will 
therefore not only get the full benefit con- 
ferred by the duty, Dut a tte more. 
Oughtn’t that to show that I am willing to 
encourage American labor? But there's 
none to encourage in the manufacture of tin - 
plate, and that’s just the trouble. 

„Have you made efforts to find ed 
workmen in this country, Mr. Niedring- 
haus?’’ 

Indeed I have, and have been m corres- 
pondence with people all over the country, 
but without any success. 

**What seemed to be the trouble?’’ 

‘*Simyply that the labor wasn’t skilled. If 
we wanted only ordimary tinners, we 
wouldn't have to go outside of St. Louis to 
getthem. But we want men who know how 
to make the tin plate.

A GREAT PROJECT. 


The Boards of Trade of New York State to 
Amalgamate. 

New Tonk, July 30.—The Board of Trade 
and Transportation of this city is pushing a 
project which promises incalculable benefits 
to the mercantile interests of the State.

DENIES THE DEAL.

President Von der Ahe on the Associa- 
tion-Western League Dicker. 


IT IS CHARACTERIZED AS ANOTHER A- 
TIONAL LEAGUE LIE. 


The Association Will Hold Cincinnati and 
Will Not Go Out in “the Wilderness” — 
Boston Loses Another Game at Balti- 
more — Horse Racing, Pugilism and 
Other Sporting Matters. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 30.—There isa deal 
proposed to absorb the Western League in 
the American Association and declare a truce 
between the Association and National League, 
President Krauthoff of the Western League 18 
said to be acting as mediator in the deal. He 
is said to have suggested that the American 
Association drop out of its circuit the cities 
Cincinnati, Louisville and Columbus, and fill 
the vacancies with Milwaukee, Kansas City 
and one club between St. Pauland Minneap- 
olis. President Gillette of the Milwaukee 
club admits that Milwaukee has been offered 
Cincinnati’s place in the Association. He 
telegraphed the Association officials that 
Milwaukee could not honorably withdraw 
from the National agreement this season. In 
reply the Association people said that Mu- 
waukee was wanted for the purpose of set- 
tling the existing difficulties with the 


National League. 
MR. VON DER AHE ON THE DEAL. 

When President Von der Ahe was shown 
the above telegram this morning he replied: 
„t is simply another National League lie. 
They circulate so many of them that lam 
tired denyingthem. They are doing every- 
thing in their power to give us trouble and 
annoyance, and to make us appear weak in 
the eyes of the people, but it will avail them 
nothing. If President Gillette of 
the Milwafikee Club has received 
an offer from the American Association why 
does he not show the telegram and show who 
sentit. Nobody is authorized to offer any 
Western League Club an American Associa- 
tion franchise and for that reason President 
Gillette could not have received the offer he 
alleges. There is no truth whatever in the 
statement. The idea of dropping Cincinnati, 
Louisville and Columbus for Kansas City, 
Milwaukee, and a club between St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, is absurd. It would only in- 
crease the traveling expenses of 
the Association teams without getting 
into the organization any better cities. 
Such a move as that will never be made in 
the world, and I for one would rather get out 
of the business than take in clubs out in the 
wilderness. The League also caused to be 
sent out from Indianapolis last night a tele- 
gram stating that John T. Brush, President 
of the Cincinnati League Club, has secured 


the I. M. C. A. Park at the Hoosier capital | 
and had the grand stand of the old athietic | 
park removed to it, and that it is understood | 


that the move means that the Cincinnati As- 
sociation team is to go to Indianapolis. Now 
the Cincinnati Association team cannot 
well be removed to both Indianapolis 
and Milwaukee at one and the same time, 
and it will not be removed to either. The 
Association is in Cincinnati to stay and will 
never inthe world surrender that rritory 
to the National League. If any club's to be 
removed to Indianapolis itisthe Cincinnati 
League team and not the Association club of 
of the latter city. While we are willing to 
enter into an arrangement with the League 
to respect contracts and play a full series of 
games, we want no more National agreement 
in ours, and are not crying for any compro- 
mise. 
SATURDAY'’S GAME. 

Boston’s representative base ball club is en 
route from the effete East to St. Louis to play 
the Browns here Saturday, Sunday, Monday 
and Tuesday. The Bostons confidently ex- 
pect to carry off the pennant, their estima- 
tion of the situation being based upon 
the present lead they have over 
Comiskey’s men. But situations, 
like the times, change quickly, and 
change often, and the indications are that 
when Boston round up on their four games 
with the Browns, they will not have so strong 
a hold on the pennant. In the opening game 
Saturday Buffington and Stivetts will do the 
pitching.
